A. Becauſe the Church is a ſociety of -perſons * 
profeſſing to live in the fear of God, and expecting 
God's judgments, if any of their body do live in an 
open defiance of his laws, without rebuke. 
And therefore, for better ſecurity, all its mem- 


bers are openly to declare their full purpoſe of | 


living as becometh the Goſpel of Chriſt, which is the 
law they are to be governed by. 
©. Is there any further benefit that I may hope 
tor, by going to be confirmed? | 
A. Yes; you may expect from that time, that 
God. will daily increaſe his graces in you, if you 


| heartily defire them: For the Biſhop, with whom 


is the hand of Cod in all that he doth in the name of 
Chri/t,* prayeth for you; and by laying his hand 


upon you, doth certify you of God's favour and 


good-will towards yu. 

And then, if you know that this ſolemn way of 
laying on of hands, was from the Apoſtles of Jeſus

And then, you will never truſt in your-own 
firength, büt in the Living God. To Him you 
will conſtantly pray for help; and © if you draw 
„ 11igh to him, he will draw nigh to, you.“ 

And yet you muſt not expect God's aſſiſtance 
without uſing your own endeavours; for that is to 
tempt the Lord. 8

And even innocent pleaſures, you i ſet 
your heart upon them, nor let them have too 
much of your time, if you often remember the 
words of Chriſt: Wo unto you that laugh now, 
who ſpend your life in eaſe and pleaſures; « for ye 
« ſhall lament and. weep.“ 8 

Conſider that a Chriſtian is in this life fitting 
himſelf for heaven: now it is \mpeſhble you ſhould

Q. What is the end of Church cenſures? 

A. To bring ſinners to repentance, and to-pre- 
ſerve the Church pure and undefiled, if that may 
be; at leaſt to hinder the judgments of God from 
falling upon the whole body, which we ſhall: not 
have reaſon to fear, while notorious offenders are 
called to an account, brought to a ſenſe of their 
wickednels, or caſt out, if they continue obſtinate. 

Q. May not one hope for pardon from God, 
without being expoſed to ſhame ? 
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A. Whoever ſtrives to avoid the Church's cen- 
ſures, doth not ſee the danger of doing ſo; he doth 
not conſider, that he conſults his own, more than 
God's honour: That he deſpiſeth the wholſome 
order of the Church for the conviction of ſinners, 
and depriveth himſelf of the prayers of the faithful, 
and the miniſtry of abſolution; and that he may 
Jaſtly expect to hear from God in a way more 
afflicting. N : 

2. What then is the duty of a perſon who 
makes himſelf liable to the cenſures of the Church? 

A. His duty is, humbly to ſubmit to his ſpiri- 
tual governors as unto Chriſt; not looking upon 
their cenſures as a puniſbment, but as a mercy, to be 
called to an aceount in this world, that he may not 
be condemned in the next. ae, 

To give glory to God, in a free confeſſion of his 
ſins, acknowledging that God is able to puniſh 


ſinners, however they may eſcape the cenfures of 
men. ; 


He is to do this with a true ſorrow for his 
offences, ſtedfaſtly purpoſing to lead a new life; 
both becauſe God, the ſearcher of hearts, hateth 
Hypocriſy, and that others, ſeeing his affliction, 
may learn, that it is indeed an evil thing, and bitter, 
to forſake the Lord.* | 

Laſtly, His duty is, to-defire the pardon and

2. What is meant by the Communion of Saints * 

A. That all true Chriſtians, called Saints, that 
is, people dedicated to God, are one body, having 
one head, one faith, one- hope, one baptiſm. And 
therefore every true Chriſtian hath an intereſt in 
the prayers and charities of the whole Church, and 
a right to all its privileges; that is, every Chriſtian 
hath a right to the forgiveneſs of fins, the love of 
God, the merits of Chriſt, the fellowſhip» of the 
Holy Gheſt, and the miniſtry of the holy angels. 

From which we ought to learn, what à very 
fad condition it is to be out of this communion, or to 
be of the number of them- who are not called 
ſaints; that is, who do not live as becomes the 
Goſpel, all ſuch being without hopes, and without 
promiſes. To 

0. How hath every Chriſtian a right to the for- 
giveneſs of ſins! 

A. Only by the merits and promiſe of Chriſt, 
who hath made our peace with God, upon condi- 
tion that, with hearty repentance and true faith, we 
turn unto him. 5 Wot: | 

O. Then the promiſe of forgiu c > is no rea- 
on; why people ſhould continue in fin, in hopes of 

on 
_ No more reaſon, than that a ſon ſhould be 
more undutiful, becaufe his father is more kind, 
The googneſs of Cad ought to lead men to repentance ; 
and if it doth not do that, his juſtice will ſend 
them to deſtruction. 

Therefore remember, that if you fin wilfully, 
you run the greateſt hazard; you know not whe- 
ther ever = ſhall have time or grace to repent, 
without which there is no forgiveneſs of fins.

A. While any perſon leads a careleſs life, he 
ought to be thus afflicted; and to endeavour to 
comfort or divert ſuch a perſon, is to undo him. 

* But if a man hath been a ſober liver, or kaving 
been otherways, doth truly repent, he hath no 
reaſon to deſpair of mercy;. and it is for want of 
rizht information if he doth ſo. And it is the 
duty of ſuch a perſon to go to ſome diſereet and 
learned Miniſter of God's word, who will ſatisfy 
him that God is merciful;—that He would have 
all men to be ſaved; that He is faithful to his pro- 
miſes, and maketh even our afflictions uſeful to us. 

That he who hath taught us to-pray daily for 
pardon, will forgive us our treſpaſſes, if we ſtrive 
daily to mortify our corruptions. And that men 
may have no reaſon to deſpair, God hath given 
power to his Miniſters to abſolve the penitentz and 
what th-y do, will be approved in heaven. 

2. Will there certainly be @ reſurrection of the 
body? 

A. As ſure as now we live, we ſhall riſe again; 
God hath expreſsly faid it, and he is able to do it. 
Q: What is the duty of one who believes this? 

4. Yo keep his body in temperance, ſoberneſs, 
and chaſtity, that it may be a fit temple for the 
Holy Ghoſt to dwell in: That he who raiſed Chriſt

J. But to make you ſerious, conſider, that, at 
me hour of your death, your condition will be 
unchangeable: If you have lived a Chriſtian life, 
you wall then be happy for ever; but if you ſhall 
he ve lived careleſsly, and die without a timely re- 
pentance, you will be miſerable to all eternity, 
And thus it will be with you, within a very few 
vears, and whether you think of it or not. 
D. One cannot ſure but think of it; and every 
one «hat doth ſo, to be ſure hopes to be ſaved, 
A. That is a fad misfortune. Men hope to go 
to heaven, and yet take no care to fit themſelves for 
it, But remember, that when a careleſs, or an 
ungodly man repeats this part of his Creed, he doth 
in truth profeſs that he expects to be damned, 
D: Pray, what do the Scriptures ſay will be the 
condition of ſuch ? : 
A. That they fhall be caſt into hell-fire,* without 
hopes of ever ſeeing an end of their miſeries ;* with: 
out friend to help them, without any to comfort 
them. 
2: And what will be the condition of thoſe that 
go to heaven: 
A. They will have no more ſorrow," no tempta- 
tions, no danger of falling, no end of their happ!- 
neſs: But what that happineſs will be, the heart if 
man cannot concetve. n 
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While you live, you have life and death ſet before 
vou; but when you die, you have no longer that 
choice, but life eternal, or eternal death, will be 
your portion; which you would do well to think 
of, and to pray to God that you may make a wiſe 
choice.

A: © YA} HAT dolt thou chiefly learn in theſe 
* articles of thy belief? 

A. « Firſt, I learn to believe in God the Fa- 
* ther, who hath made me and all the world. 

« Secondly, In God the Son, who hath re- 
© geemed me and all mankind, 

« PFhirdly, In God the Holy Ghoſt, who ſancti- 
* tieth me and all the elect people of God.” 

D: What do we learn from this anſwer? 
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A. That there is one God, who never left himſelf 
without witneſs; but gave evidence of his power, 
and wiſdom, and goodneſs, to all ages. But unto 15 
he hath made himſelf known in the perſons of the 
Father, Son, and Holy Gh; as our Creator, Re. 
deemer, and Sanctifier; by which we come more 
perfectly to know the manner of our Redemption. 

That God the Father had compaſſion for his ſin- 
ful creatures, which greatly ſtood in need of his 
mercy, and ſent his only Son to redeem us. 

That God the Son took our nature upon him; 
made known his Father's will; ſet us an example 
how we ought to walk and to pleaſe God; became a 
facrifice for us; by which ſacrifice we have rede 
tion through his blood, even the forgiveneſs of our fins; 
for confirmation of which, he roſe again from the

That God the Holy Ghoft taketh under his care 
all ſuch as believe in Jeſus Chriſt, and ſanctiſietb 
them; that is, he enlightens their underſtandings, 
and by degrees changes their affections, ſo that 
they come to have new thoughts, new hopes, 
new deſires, till at laſt they become new creatures, 
and ſuch as God in mercy will receive into his 
heavenly kingdom.

0. How doth the belief of theſe things become 
a means to make us good ? 

A. By making us ſerious and thoughtful, which 
they muſt needs be, who often think of theſe 
matters, 

By being ever preſent with us, and ſetting life 
and death eternal before our eyes. Convincing us, 
that it is our wiſdom 1 forſake the pleaſures of ſin, 
which are but for a ſeaſon : And that it is reaſon- 
able to do what God hath commanded, if we 
expect to obtain what he hath promiſed for our 
encouragement. | 

And when we are thus diſpoſed for eternal life,l 
God the Father becomes reconciled to us; God the 
Son becomes our advocate; God the Holy Ghoſt 
becomes. our guide and comforter.

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D. I pray ſhew me how? | | 

A. When you read in the Holy Scriptures of 
God's judgments upon finners; of the whole 
world deſtroyed by a flood; of cities overturned; 


of nations carried captive; of famines, wars, and 


peſtilence: in all theſe, you will fee and learn to 
tear the A/mig/hty power of God, and that it is our 
wiſdom not to provoke him. 

When you fee favours promiſed and performed 
to good men and their potterity, you have ſo many 
examples of God's faithfulneſs; and when you 
know that all men have a right to his kindneiſes, 
who ſtrive to deſerve them, you will ſerve him 
with cheerfulneſs.

I he miracles of Jeſus, both many and great, will 
force you to believe his doctrine. 

His dectrine will appear every way worthy of 
God; his example will make you in love with 
your duty; and hrs ſufferings will convince you, 
that it is no misfortune to ſuffer, when that is the 
way to eternal glory. | 
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There you will ſee h:s care for his Church, in 
commanding his Miniſters to feed his flock; and 
you will learn to know the value of your ſoul, and 
the great misfortune of loſing it, when you ſee 
Jeſus Chriſt, his apoſtles, and ſervants, fo much 
concerned to fave us. 

And laſtly, you will learn to value the Word of 
God, which is the foundation of that faith by which 


you hope to be ſaved. 


2. Are there any other benefits of this faith! 
A. Yes. It is by this faith that we are able 
to ſuffer afflictions without murmuring; to know 
we are ſinners without deſpair; to think of death 
without trembling. 
And it is becauſe we profeſs to believe in God, 
that we ourſelves are believed and truſted by men, 
Q. But how muſt we poſſeſs our hearts with 
ſuch a lively faith? 
A. Conſider, that faith is the gift of God, and 
muſt be obtained by ufing proper means. 
Therefore, if you reſolve to forſake every evil 
way, hearken to the Word of God, caſt yourſelf 
upon his mercy, pray to him for help, and pur- 
poſe to be governed by his laws, your faith will 
increaſe daily, you vil go from ftrength to ſtrengtb, 
and be able to do all things which will make you 
acceptable to God. Only remember, 
T hat you muſt never depend upon God's mer- 


cies and promiſes, unleſs you do what he hath 


commanded. 

That what God hath threatened will come to 
paſs, whether you believe it or not, 

That his haly Word is true, and that by which 
we mult be judged at the laſt day, how much ſoever 


it is neglected. 
Therefore, 


Therefore, pray earneſtly to God, that he may 
not ſuffer your heart to be hardened); but that you 
may ever believe bis promiſes, and ſtand in awe of 
his judgments.

A. That we may prepare our hearts to receive 
his Commandments with the greateſt concern and

When the Lord of heaven and earth, of life and 
death, ſpeaks; ſure his creatures will hear and obey, 
* conſcience ſake, that is, becauſe God commands 

em. 

C. But can we keep the commands of God? 

A. We can do our beſt, and it is our great hap- 
pineſs, that God for Chriſt's ſake will accept of 
that, inſtead of a perfect obedience. 


I.“ Thou ſhalt have no other God but me.” 


2. What is the meaning of this commandment? 

A. You are hereby forbidden to think any 
creature ſo great, as to be feared more than God; 
or any thing ſo god, as to be more worthy of your 
ve. - : 


Matth. xix. 17. t Matth. v. 
v Acts xxvi. 18. * Matth. x. 28. 


'You 
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You are forbidden to depend upon yourſelf, 
upon your own labour and care, for proſperity; 
upon your friends for ſecurity ; upon your wealth 
for happineſs; for theſe are bleſſings only when 
God is pleaſed to make them ſo. 

You are hereby forbidden to give heed to ſuper- 
flitiqus — and charms, for procuring of 
good, or for preventing evil; for this is to forſake 
that God, without whoſe leave and direction nei- 
ther good nor evil can befall any of his creatures. 
Go and cry unto the gods which ye. have choſen; let 
them deliver you in the time of your tribulation.” 

Laſtly, You are by this command forbidden to 
murmur at God's dealings with yourſelf or others, 
for he is Lord of all. You are forbidden 10 help 
yourſelf by unjuſt ways, for this is to do it without 
God's leave. Or to take the glory of gcod ſucceſ: 
to yourſelf, for this belongs to God only. | 

O. What is commanded in this law? 

A. You are hereby commanded to live as in the 
fight of God; firmly to believe what he hath made 
known in his holy Word; to pray for his bleſſing 
upon every thing — undertake; and to give him 
thanks for all his favours. 5 

You are likewiſe commanded openly to own him 
as your God, by going conſtantly to his houſe, 
(the church) where he is publickly honoured as 
the great Lord and Benefactor of the world. 

Laſtly, You are hereby commanded to reſpec 
every thing that is his; his Day, his Word, his 
Houſe, his Miniſters. And to do all this with the 
heart, as well as with the body: for whatever you 
ſpeak or think is known to him. | 
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IT. © Thou ſhalt not make to thyſelf any.gravery 
image, nor the likeneſs of any thing that is in 
© heaven above, or in the earth beneath, or in the 
© water under the earth. Thou ſhalt not bow 
4 down to them, nor worſhip them. For I the 
« Lokp thy God am a jealous God, and viſit the 
<« {ins of the fathers upon the children unto the

Q. What is the meaning of this commandment ? 
A. All that believe in the true God are hereby 
forbidden to worſhip him by an image or picture, 
becauſe God is jealous of his honour; and though 
people may pretend not to worſhip the image, yet 
if they worſhip before it, they ſhall be ſeverely 
puniſhed; for that is in truth forbidden by this 
command, | 

. Does this command concern uc, who have 
none of this practice? | 

A. It concerns you upon many accounts: 


1. To make you thankful to God, who, by his 
providence, and not by his judgments, hath cured 
us of this vile cuſtom. . 

2. You may from hence learn how neceſſary it 
is to keep cloſe to the Word of God, who beſt 
knows our infirmities, and hath therefore for- 
bidden all uſe of images in his ſervice; which ſome 
neglecting, brought them into churches, upon pre- 
tence of inſtructing the ignorant; a way which net- 
ther Chriſt nor his Apoſtles thought fit to appoint ; 
and now they are abuſed even unto idolatry. 

3. Laſtly, This command will direct you how to 
behave yourſelf in the preſence and worſhip of God. 


Q. I pray 
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Q. I pray ſhew me how it doth ſo? 

A. You muſt not bow before an image, becauſe 
ſuch humble reſpect belongs to God only; which 
reſpect therefore you muſt ſhew when you worſhip 
Him; for ſo good men have ever done;* and to do 
otherwiſe, is to affront God to his face, and is a ſin 
not ſufficiently thought on. | 

Q. How doth the greatneſs of this ſin appear: 

A. If you are forced into a place where people 
were worſhipping an idol, you would fit, or by 
ſome way ſhew that you deſpiſed it. Therefore, if 
you fit or ſleep in God's houſe, when others are 
praying to him, will it not be judged that you deſpiſ 
that God to whom they pray? | 

2. How muſt we behave ourſelves in God's 
houſe and preſence ? 

A. Conſider ſeriouſly, that you go to church todo 
honour to God, and to aſk fuch things as you can- 
not want without being miſerable. 

Therefore your behaviour muſt be ſuch as may 
be apt to procure, in yourſelf and others, a great 


regard for God, and an humble opinion of ourſelves. 


When you aſk God's pardon and bleſſing, you 
muſt do it upon your knees; and you mult and up 
to praiſe him for his works and favours, 

You muſt carefully attend to what is read to you, 
for it is the Word of God, without which you can- 
not be ſaved. 

And then you will return home with God's 
bleſſing. | 

O. Doth this command afford any further in- 
ſtruction ? |

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A. Yes: It ſhews us, that the piety of parents 
ſhall be remembered for the good of their children 
to many generations. 

That the beſt portion children can receive from 
their parents, is God's bleſſing. 

And that ſuch parents as are not careful to love 
God, and to keep his commandments, do leave 
certain calamities to their poſterity.

O. When do men take the Name of God in 
vain? 

A. When they uſe it to any zdle or a pur- 

Poſe whatever : as when they ſpeak of God, or of 
his Word or Worſhip, after a jeſting way. 

When they pray to God, or call upon him, 
without minding what they fay. 

When they ſwear falſely, or in common diſ- 
courſe. And when they ule the Name of God or 
his Word in charms or in curſes, or in making Vaws 
about trifles. 

2. What is the meaning of that expreſſion, 
The Lord will not hold him guiltleſs? 

A. The meaning is, That this ſin ſhall certainly 
be puniſhed, and more than words can exprels; 
however common it is, and little regarded, 

Q. Is it a fin to ſwear by any other oath? 

A. Our bleſſed Saviour [Matt. v. 34.] expreſsly 
forbids all ſwearing in common diſcourſe, let the 
oaths ſeem never ſo innocent. 

. What are the oaths you mean ? 

A. To ſwear b one's Faith, by one's Life, by 
the Heavens, by ihe Virgin Mary, and the like; a 

cuſtom 
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cuſtom which is very ſinful, and which will expoſe 
you to the wrath of God. 8 

2. Muſt a perſon ſwear, when he is called by 
the Magiſtrate to do lo? 2 

A. Yes, it is then his duty to do ſo, becauſe it 
is to put an end to firife,* which is well- pleaſing to 
(God. 
2. What is the duty of one who ſhall be ſworn 
en a jury? | 

A. His duty is, to lay aſide all prejudice; ho- 
neſtly to endeavour to find out the truth, without 
ſo much as withing to find things otherwiſe than 
indeed they are. Never to be led by other people's 
perſuaſions, but to make ſuch a return as he be- 
lieves in his conſcience to be true. ; 

2. What is a perſon's duty who is ſworn 10 
give evidence? 

A. His duty is, to conſider ſeriouſly what he is 
going to fay, that he may ſpeak the truth to the 


beſt of his knowledge; neither concealing any part, 


nor adding to it, Remembering, that God fees 
the ſecrets of all hearts, and that a curſe ſhall enter 
into his houſe, if he ſwear falſely.” 

From whence you allo ſee the great ſin of thoſe 
who tamper with men upon their oath, 

O. What are we commanded in this law ? 

A. To ſpeak of God, and of religious matters, 
after ſuch a ſerious manner, that people may learn 
to have reverent thoughts of him and his ſervice. 


IV. « Remember that thou keep holy the Sab- 
© bath Day. Six days ſhalt thou labour, and do all 
that thou haſt to do; but the ſeventh day is the

2. How far doth this command concern us 
Chriſtians ? 1 


A. We are hereby bound to keep one day in 


ſeven holy ; and becauſe Jeſus Chriſt roſe from the 


dead on the firſt day of the week, and on the ſame 


day ſent down the Holy Ghoſt to guide his Church 


unto the world's end; the Apoſtles therefore ſet 
apart that day, calling it the Lord's-Day,* and the 
Church hath ever ſince obſerved it, according to 
the true meaning of this command. 

©. Why are we bid, in an eſpecial manner, to 
keep this law ? 

A. Becauſe, if this ſhould be forgotten, all re- 
ligion would ſoon be forgotten with it; and the 


very knowledge of the true God, as it is in many 


nations, would be loſt amongſt us, were there not 
days ſet apart, and perſons appointed to bring it to 
our remembrance. 
2. How hath God blefſed this day above the rej? 
A. Having ſanctified, that is, ſeparated it from 
the common buſineſs of life, he hath promiſed an 


eſpecial bleſſing to all ſuch as keep it holy; and 


Jeſus Chrift hath renewed that promiſe." a 
0. How muſt we keep it holy, that we may ob- 
tain this bleſſing ? 


—_— 
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A, We muſt lay aſide all ſuch buſineſs, cares, 
and pleaſures, as may any way unfit us for the 
ſervice of God, to which the day is devoted ; and 
leaving all our worldly concerns for that time, in 
his hands, who is able to make us amends for the 
want of our own and ſervants' labour: We muſt 
20 to the place of publick worſhip, and give honour 
to God, by confeſſing our unworthineſs, that we 
are ſinful, needy, helpleſs creatures; by acknow- 
ledging his power and goodneſs, giving him thanks 
for his bleſſings, and praying him to continue them 
to us. 

2. Are all bound to obſerve this day? 

A. Yes, all that can be ſpared from the neceſſary 
buſineſs of the family. | 

Children, that they may learn their duty, and 
from their infancy to fear God. 

Servants, that they may not forget that they 
have a maſter in heaven, 

And the very beafs are to reſt, unleſs neceſſity 
require it to be otherwife, that the whole creation 
may rejoice in the mercies of God. 

9. Why is it ſaid, Six days ſhalt thou labour? 

A. To put us in mind, that it is God who gives 
us all our time. | 

That we are fallen from a ſtate of happineſs, and 
muſt labour for our daily bread. 

Laſtly, That it is purely by God's permiſſion, 
that we proſper in our daily lab urs; that therefore 
we ought to ſerve him truly all our days. 

Q. How is the Lord's Day profaned ? 

A. By neglecting to go to church, when we can 
do it; by idleneſs; by unneceſſary buſineſs, journeys, 
and viſits; by v4: /ports, unbecoming the ſeriouſ- 
neſs of the day, and of Chriſtianity.

Q. Muſt we obſerve other days, beſides the 
Lord's Day? 

A. Yes; the Feaſts of the Church, which are 
allo ſet apart by authority, to keep up the remem-

Q. What is our duty on ſuch days? 

A. To go to the publick place of worſhip, to 
thank God for his favours to his Church, and 
particularly, for that we then remember. - 

To let our ſervants have leiſure and innocent 
diverſions, that they may cheertully ferve both their 
nia uns, on earth and in heaven. 

However, where neceſſity requires, both the ſer- 
vant fhould be willing, and the maſter ſhould not 
ſcruple, on ſuch days, to ds what ts really need/ul, 

Q. May we not oblerve fortunate and croſs days? 

A. By no means. It is a great fin to do ſo, and 
7 forbidden by God, and reckoned as a fort 
of witchcraft, and with good reaſon; for by this 
ſuperſtition, Gog, the author of all good, 1s for- 
gotten to be feared, praiſed, and truſted in,

2. What qre the duties contained in this com- 
mand: l 


A. The duty cf children to their parents, of 
ſervants to their maſters, of people to their go- 
vernors, of all Chriſtians to their ſpiritual paſtors, 
and of all men to their betters. | 

2. Why is the duty of children to their parents 
only mentioned: | ; 

A. Becauſe that is a duty firſt learned, and beſt 
underſtood j children very naturally love their pa- 
rents, and are generally kept in ſubjection by them; 
and therefore, when they are commanded / to 
honour others, as they do their parents, they eaſily 
know what that meaneth, and will more readily 
pay the duties owing to all their betters. 

0. How muſt I honour my father and mother ? 

A. You muſt in all lawful things cheerfully 
ſubmit to them, be careful not to grieve thein by 
ſtubborn and evil courſes: You muſt ſhew them 
all due reſpect, and thankfully acknowledge their 
kindneſs to you; bear with their infirmities, hide 
their failings, ſupply their wants, and pray for 
their preſent and everlaſting happinefs; -which if 
you do, in obedience to this command of God, 
you may expect to live to be a happy parent 
yourſelf. | . 

Q. What would then be my duty? 

A. The duty of parents is, to bring up their chil- 
dren in obedience, and in the fear of God; to 
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take care that they be inſtructed in true religion; 


to provide for them, but not by unrighteous ways; 


to correct them when they ſay or do any wicked 
thing; to be examples to them of piety, ſobriety, 
and diligence. And laſtly, to bleſs, and to pray 
for them. All which you will be more careful to 
do, if you conſider what a dreadful thing it will be, 
ſhould your children be for ever miſerable through 
your negligence. 

Q. What if it ſhould be my lot to be a ſervant? 

The duty of ſervants is, to be obedient to their 
maſters, diligent in their buſineſs, not with eye- 


ſervice as men-pleaſers ; to be as careful of their 


maſter's goods as if they were their own ; neither 
waſting them, nor ſuffering others to do fo. To 
be no tale-bearers; but above all, to be Hhoneſt, not 
_ for conſcience, but for credit's fake ; deceit 
and pilfering being abominable qualities, never for- 
gotten by others, and very hardly left off by thoſe 
that give way to them. And laſtly, he muſt re- 
member that he hath a maſter in heaven, to whom. 
he oweth ſervice, and from whom he may expect 
the reward of a faithful ſervant. 

And for the comfort of ſervants, the fame Lord 
of all men, who commands them to be faithful, 
commands their ma/ters to be ju/t and ind, and 
careful of them ; to give them what is right; to 
uſe them like fellow-Chriſtians, taking care of 
them in their ſickneſs, allowing them time to 
ſerve God, and ſetting them an example of doing 
ſo; ever remembering, that there is no reſpect of 
perſons with God, who putteth down one, and ſetteth 
up another, | | 

Q. What is our duty towards them that have 
the rule over us? 


A. Your

A. Your duty is, to obey them, not only for fear 
of puniſhment, but far conſcience ſake.* Not to ſpeak 
evil of them, but to ſhew them all becoming reſpect,

O. What is here forbidden? 

A. Vou are hereby forbidden to do violence to 
any man by word or deed; to wiſh any man's 
death; to be glad at misfortunes; and particularly, 
you are forbidden that waich is the occaſion of 
all theſe fins, T9 hear malice or hatred in your heart; 
for if you do fo, you will be apt to provoke others 


to miſchief, you will be apt to do it yourſelf; and 


therefore St. John faith, whoſoever hateth his bro- 
ther, is a murderer," 

O. Is any thing elſe hereby forbidden? 

A. Ves: You are forbidden every thing which 
may make your own or other men's lives uneaſy 
or unſafe; entertaining of prejudice, provoking 
language, and taking away men's good name; for 
a man may be murdered by words, and his hear 
broken by ill uſage. 

You are alſo hereby forbidden all intemperance, 
by which you deſtroy your own, and help to ruin 
other men's lives. 

AJl which are grievous fins, and a dreadful ven- 
geance will follow thoſe that ſend men out of the 
world ſooner than God and nature deſigned.

A. It 1s your duty, as much as in you lieth,! to 
live peaceably with all men; to avoid the company 
of contentious peole; to deliver the oppreſſed," and to 
be merciful to ſuch as are in miry; to forvrar 


aud forgive one another: and be well pleated with 
the welfare of all men. 


VII. « Thou fhalt not commit adultery.” 


0. What are the ſins here forbidden! 

A, All manner of uncleanneſs, and all fuch 
things as are apt to lead men into vices not fit to 
be named. All drunkenneſs and gluttony, and eager 
comriving for the belly; a flothful life, wanton words 
and actions; filthy books and. fongs; all which are a 
great offence to God, and by no means fit for one 
who expects to live with faints and angels in 
heaven. 

0. Many people do not look upon theſe ſins to 
be Io great and dangerous as you ſpeak of? 

A. That is becauſe they do not believe the Mord of 
God, which declares, that : whoremongers and adalte= 
rerse God wlll judge. And what that judgment 
ſhall be, you find Rev. xxi. 8. They hall be caſt 
into the lake which burneth with fire and brimſtone. 

O. What then is my duty, that I may eſcape 
that dreadful ſentence ? 

A. Your duty is, to be temperate, to bring your 
body in ſubjectionb to your ſpirit; and, if you can- 
not contain, to uſe that honourable remedy, à which 
God hath provided to keep you innocent. Ever

that is, it makes men regardleſs of what muſt come 
hereafter; ſo that they very often ſee not their dan- 
ger, until they feel it without remedy. 

Q: What is the duty of married perſons ? 

A. To live peaceably together; remembering 
that marriage was ordained of God, for the mu- 
tual help and comfort which the one ought to have 
of the other. 

And therefore they both of. them have vowed 
before God, The Huſband, to love, ts comfort, to ho- 
nour, and to keep his wife, 

The Wife, to obey, to ſerve, to love, and to honour 
her huſband, as long as they both ſhall live. 

Which vows are as facred as can be made, and 
are here ſet down, that they may be often thought 
on by married perſons; which would be a means 
of making that ſtate of life the happieſt that can be 
on earth. 


VIII. « Thou ſhalt not Real.” 


How is this command tranſgreſſed ? 

A. Not only by theft, which is a baſe vice, and 
openly abhorred; but by oppreſſion, deceit, with- 
holding of dues, concealing of found goods, de- 
frauding the publick, wearying men out of their 
rights, or impairing their eſtates by vexatious law- 
ſuits, by power, intereſt, bribery, or craft; which 
are crimes too often committed by thoſe who 


never expect to be puniſhed for the breach of this 


command; and yet Gad is moſt ſurely the avenger 
of all ſuch.

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So that if the rich will not love and ſupport the 
poor, and the poor will not honour and obey, and 
be faithful to them, both poor and rich will be 
ſufferers. _ IE 

It is therefore happy for us that God hath com- 
manded us to love one, another. 

Q. How, may we attain to fuch a Chriſtian 
temper ? | . 

A. You muſt take all occaſions of wiſhing well 
and doing good to others, continually exerciſing 
your compaſſion by relieving the poor, helping ſuch 
as are in diſtreſs, comforting the afflicted, and 
mourning with them that mourn ; which, will ſibeeten 
your temper, and bong you to gnnd-nature. - _

Tou muſt often conſider, that all men have a 
defire and a right to be eaſy, as well as you; that 
you yourſelf have faults; and that you ſtand in 
need of pardon from.men, and of mercy from God. 

But above all conſider, that this is God's ex- 
preſs command, That we love ene another, without 
which we cannot be ſaved. 

Therefore humbly pray to him, that he may 


give you the ſpirit. of laue, and ſuch diſpoſitions as 
he will graciouſly accept of. ons acai! 

And then you will find, that be yo 
obedient to your betters, never ſo civil to your 
equals, never ſo kind to your inferiors, no men will 
profit by it more than yourſelf. . 

Q. Will my love to my neighbour hinder me 
from ſeeking my juſt rights by law? 
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A. It will not: But then it muſt be for me- 


thing of value, and not for ſuch triſſes as it would 


not hurt you to loſe. 

And then it is your duty, firſt to try al fiery | 
ways; when that will not do, you muſt go to law 
with a Chriſtian temper, without revenge, without 
taking tedious and ſpiteful courſes, and vexing your 
neighbours and yourſelf without cauſe. 

And laſtly, you are to be ſatisfied with what the 
law ſhall determine, though it be againſt you. 

2. What is my duty, if my neighbour ſpeaketh 
evil of me? 

A. If you deſerve to be evil ſpoken of, your 


going to law will but open people's. mouths. 


But if you are indeed abuſed, you ought pri- 
vately to reprove him that hath done it; if you 
cannot make him ſenfible of his fault, tell it to his 
paſtor, whoſe duty it is to admoniſh him; and 
if he continue obſtinate, to deny him the 2 com- 


munion; which is a greater 2 — than the 


law can inflict. | 
Your duty in the mean while is a to bear 
the injury, to return good for evil, freely to forgive, 
ſincerely to pray for him; j for fo hath Chriſt gra 
commanded.* 
And for your comfort; conſider that by thus 
freely forgiving him, you have a right to the gra- 
cious promiſe God made of pardoning your fins;

A. IWhether ye eat, or drink, or whatever ye do, 
40 , to the glory of Cod that is, take care that 
the Name of God and religion be not evil ſpoken 
ot, by your excels in theſe things. 

Lit us walk honeſtly, as in the day, not in rioting 
aud drunkenneſs, not in chambering and wantonneſs. 
For no man that doth fo, can with any true de- 
light think of the joys of heaven. 

Take heed to yourſelves, left at any time your hearts 
be overcharged with ſurfeittng and —— and ſo 
that day come upon you unawares." 

For fure it is, that they, who give themſelves up

The Lord's Sup- 
per was ordained for the benefit of all forts of people, 
poor and rich, ignorant and learned, people of 
buſineſs, as well 2 thoſe that have leiſure.

If a man is ſenſible of his ſins ad weakneſſes, 
and ſorry for them: 

If he deſires and purpoſes in his heart to keep 
God's commandments to the beſt of his know- 
ledge and power : 

And, - truſting in God for grace and aſſiſtance, 
goeth- to the Lord's Supper to obtain them : Such 
a perſon will receive that Sacrament to his great and 
endleſs comfort. 

Ho comes it then, that ſo many neglect 
a duty ſo plain and ealy, and yet ſo neceſſary and 
comfortable? 

A. Becauſe there are many who think not of 

their ſouls, or of a world to come. 
There are many who know they muſt repent, 
that is, change their way living, upon their go- 
ing to the ſacrament, but think that too great a 
trouble.

With theſe diſpoſitions go to the Lord's Sup- 
per as often as you have a fit opportunity, and 
look upon that ſacrament as a ſure pledge of the 
love of God, and depend upon his promiſe of 
pardon and grace to ſuch as deſire to ſerve him 
with all their hearts. 

And though you ſhould not have the joy and 
comfort you may deſire, yet faithfully rely upon

That your heart may go along with your 
prayers, ſay ſoftly Amen, ſo be it, to every peti- 
tion. This 1s what the moſt unlearned may do,

When you confeſs your fins, do it with great ſe- 
riouſneſs and concern, remembering that you are 
for ever undone, if you are not forgiven. And 
then hear with comfort upon what conditions 
God will pardon you: if you repent and believe the 
Goſpel, you are ſure to be forgiven, for you have 
it declared by one who hath this commiſſion from 
Chriſt himſelf, *Fohn xx. 23. I boſeſoever fins ye 
remit, they are remitted unto them; and whoſeſoever 
fins ye retain, they are retained. 

When the word of God is read or preached, be 
careful to mind it, that you may know your duty, 
and the reward of doing it; that'you may obſerve 
the way of God's dealing with mankind, in puniſh-

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ing the wicked, and in protecting and rewarding 
the righteous; that you may know the manner of 
our redemption, and the great love of God in 
bringing it to paſs; that you may ſee the dangers 
you are liable to, and the bleſſedneſs that is ſet 
before you; ever remembering, that faith, without 
which we cannot pleaſe God, cometh by hearing, and 
hearing by the word of God. Rom. x. 17. 

And be ſure to behave- yourſelf with great re- 
verence and devotion while you are in the houſe 
and preſence of God; for if when you ſhould be 
on your knees, aſking, God's pardon and bleſſing, 
or ſtanding to praiſe the Creator of heaven and 
earth; if inſtead of doing fo, you ſit and fleep away 
the time, or careleſsly gaze and think of other 
matters, then will you return from God's houſe 
with a curſe, and not with a bleſſing. 

And yet the very beſt of us, after all our care, 
have cauſe to beg pardon even for the faults of our 
devotions. Therefore, before you riſe from your

with creatures innumerable. | 

In the hand of God are theſe and all other bleſs- - 
ings, which he withholds, or giveth, according to 
his good pleaſure, to teach us that we wholly de- 
pend on him; that man livetb not by bread alone, 
nor by his own nor but by the providence of

Gut then you muſt conſider how you may re- 
ceive this ſacrament worthzly, g 

And, becauſe it may be you have no other 
helps, beſides the direction given when you have 
notice of the ſacrament, you ſhould hearken dili- 
gently to =o p by which you are 72 
taught the way and means of preparing your ſelf for 
the Lord's Tall. e g 

And then ſeriouſly conſider with yourſelf: 

1. Whether in truth you deſire, and will do your 
beſt, to ſave your ſou]. 

2. Whether you reſolve not to do any thing, 
which your own conſcience, or God's W ord, for- 
bids you. 

3. Whether you will ſtrive againſt thoſe ſins 
which you are moſt apt to fall into, by avoiding 
temptations, and praying for grace to overcome 
them. 

4. Whether you will make what ſatisfaction you 
can to ſuch as have reaſon to complain of you, or 
have been injured by you, 


5. Whether 
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5. Whether you are ready to forgive, and love, 
and do good to others, ſince God is ſo good and 
kind to you. 

6. And laſtly, whether you wholly depend upon 
the mercy of God, for the ſake of Chriſt's death, 
and are thankful for it. | 

Now, it you find your heart thus diſpoſed, then . 
in God's name go to the Sacrament. 

But be ſure to mind all that is ſaid and done 
there; and that will teach you your duty, and help 
to make you devout. | 

When therefore you are exhorted o remember 
the poor, and a collection is made for them, hear 
what great promiſes God hath made to ſuch as are 
charitable; and reſolve to give ſomething accord- 
ing to your ability, and be confident it will not 
be loſt.

When you declare, that you do not preſume to 
comet o the Lord's Table, truſting in your own righ- 
teouſneſs, but in God's great mercy; ſay this with 
much ſeriouſneſs, and your deep humility will make 
amends for many imperfections.

And do not think that want of learning will ex- 
cuſe you from doing this. There is no man, 
who can lift up his heart to God, but can pray 
hum to forgive his fin; to bleſs has undertaking ; to 
bleſs has children and his labours ; to deliver him from 
ſuch an evi! or ttpration. And every man, who 
knoweth when he receiveth a mercy, can own ic 1s 
God's goodneſs to him, and hau him as well as he 
can; and God, who well underſtands his children's 
meaning, will pity their infirmities, accept of their 
ſervice, and anſwer their prayers. 

athly and laſtly. When the Spirit of God puts 
into your mind good thoughts and defires, do not

Rar you are viſited with . or any 
other afliction, you ſhould preſently con- 


clude, This ig the hand of God: for nothing can 
befall us without his ſpecial leave. Math. x. 20. 

Then think with yourſelf, God cannot be pleaſed 
with the miſeries of his poor creatures; therefore 
this afflition muſt be deſigned for my good. 

I will therefore hear what the Lord will ſay to me; 
what he meaneth by this viſitation. 

And your iy care muſt be, to ſee wherein you 
have offended God, that you may aſk his pardon, 
and obtain his favour, without which, whether you 
live or die, you will be miſerable. 

For conſider what a fearful thing it is to fall 
into the hands of the. living God, who can defer 
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both body and foul in hell, where the worm dielli not, 
and tie fire is not quenched. 

You may indeed ſtrive to put theſe thoughts out 
of your mind; but death will come, and a Judg- 
ment will follow; and you will be for ever miſe 
rable, whether you think of theſe things or not, if 
you die in your ſins unrepented of. 

And therefore, for your foul's ſake, be adviſed 
to confider your ways while you have life and health; 
and if ever you have been guilty of adultery, or 


Fuornication, or uncleanneſs, or hatred, or wrath, or 


/irife, or feditton, or drunkenneſs ; remember what 
the Scripture faith, They who do ſuch things, ſhalt 


not inherit the kingdom jo Gal. v. 19. 


e therefore yourfelf, that you may not te con- 
Pons go ory} 85 to God for wing. re- 
ſolve to amend where you have done amiſs, to live 
more carefully, to avoid temptations, and to pray 
3 to God for grace to overcome them. 

And if you have wronged any man, by deceit, 
by hard bargains, by force, or taking advantage of 
the neceſſities of your poor brother, this is the time 
o make him amends, if it is in your power, or 
elſe hope for no favour from God. 1 Te. iv. 3. 

And, as you expect favour from him, be ready 
to for ive all that have injured you. 

If you have tempted others to ſin, do what you 
can to perſuade them to repentance; tell them how 
much you are afflicted for your fins, and that this 
will be their own caſe, unleſs they die ſuddenly, or 
are hardened through the deceitfulneſs of fin; both 
which are dreadful judgments indeed. 

If you have neglected the means of grace, by 
not going . conſtantly to God's houſe to hear his 
word, to receive the holy Sacrament, to pray for 


his 
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his bleſſing, and to give him thanks for his mer- 
cies; confeſs your offences, and reſolve, if you live, 
to become a new man. : 

But, whether you live or die, endeavour by all 
means to make your peace with God; and con- 
ſider what a mercy it is that you have time and 
warning to do ſo; and this will help you to take 
your affliction patiently; for the ſevereſt pains are 
not ſo terrible to a ſinner as a ſudden death. _ 

Let neither the greatneſs nor the number of 
your offences make you deſpair of mercy; for, if 
you turn to God with all your heart, he will re- 
ceive you. Jon vi. 37. ; 

Conſider, that no man on earth can expect par- 
don for k:s own ſake, but only for the ſake of Zeſus 
Chriſt, who came into the world to ſave ſinners; even 
the greateſt of ſinners. And there is joy in the pre- 

[ence of God over one fanner that repenteth. So that 
you may fay with Job, Though he kill me, yet will 1 
truſt in him. Job xiii. 1 5. 

Only be very careful that you do not truft in 
God's mercy, without a true ſorrow for your fins, 
and a ſincere purpoſe of amendment. And do 
not think that you are ſafe, becauſe the world know- 
eth no ill of you, for God knoweth your heart. Pray 
therefore to him to give you a true ſenſe of your 
errors, and grace to repent of them, and faith in 
Jeſus Chriſt, that for his /ake your fins may be for- 
given, and your pardon ſealed in heaven, before 
you go hence, and be no more ſeen. N |

Rather think with your- 
Jelf, that God knoweth beſt how long to chaſten 


you: and that it is good that a man ſhould both 


ohe and quietly wait for the ſalvalion of the Lord. 
Lam. iii. 26. | 
If God ſhall think fit to reſtore you to health, do 
not grow careleſs as you begin to recover; do not 
forget the terrors of your ſick bed, nor the good 
purpoſes you then made: But remember that it 
was God that afflicted you, and that he can in 
onq moment bring you into the fame condition, 
or to the grave, without the gracious warnings you 
have had before. | | 
Therefore be moſt earneſt with God for grace, 


that you may for the time to come live a fober, a 
 nighteous, and a godlyglife. |

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To this end, put on holy re/olutzons of praying 
daily for grace and ſtrength; of obſerving the Lord's 
Day; of obeying the good motions of God's Spirit; 
of never going . againſt your conſcience, or the 
known laws of God; of ſtriving againſt thoſe fins 
which you have formerly been guilty of; and of 
repenting ſpeedily of thoſe fins which through 
frailty you fhall fall into.
